About 1,100 troops, including 
some military police, will be 
spread around the country in 
detachments. 
The infantrymen and MPs 
will relieve helicopter mechan­ 
ics, cooks, supply clerks and 
others who have had to stand 
guard against attacks from 
Communist guerrillas. 
Since the Reds made a dam­ 
aging border attack on a bar­ 
racks compound and an air 
field at Pleiku earlier this 
year, many Americans have 
had to do double duty at many 
posts — their regular jobs and 
standing security guard as 
well.

Ylavaune Howard, chairman of 
the DUV’s National Civil War 
Centennial committee. 
The Massillon, O., woman to 
tor presentation noted that the 
observance of the Civil War cen­ 
tennial by the group “has been 
dignified and designed to add to 
the knowledge of the nation. We 
local and state units secured 
and presented many important 
documents pertaining to the war 
o provide historians with more 
information of the period. We have 
xnvided scholarships for the fur­ 
ther education of outstanding 
young people interested in the 
field of histody. Today we culmi­ 
nate our effort with the presen­ 
tation of this carillon to the Na­ 
tional Park Service to bring the 
peaceful music of the bells to 
the field of greatest conflict.’'

DISASTER ARfeA 
Near Lima, in the Cairo-Bluff- 
ton area 12 were killed; 18 died 
In Lorain County near Cleve­ 
land. Gov. James A. Rhodes 
declared the tornado-smashed 
communities a disaster area. 
Fifty-three cars of a freight train 
were derailed by the wind south 
of Lima 
Michigan's southern section 
was ripped from Grand Rapids 
to Hillsdale County. Deaths oc­ 
curred 
in 
widely 
scattered 
places. Five deaths and IOO in­ 
jured were reported in the 
Grand Rapids area. Across the 
state near Hillsdale, five were 
killed. Nine died at Manitou 
Beach in Lenawee County, and 
two at Hemlock Lake. There 
were other deaths. 
GUARD PROPERTIES 
National Guard units were 
called to guard property, estab­ 
lish communications and help 
the homeless in Michigan, Ohio. 
and Indiana. 
Illinois counted seven dead in 
twisters which hit northwest of 
Chicago. Five were killed in 
Crystal Lake, one at Island 
Lake, 
and

where flying debris in high 
winds did extensive damage. 
Damage was estimated at $6 
million. 
In Wisconsin three motorists 
were killed on a highway near 
Watertown when tornadic wind 
upset their cars. Monroe, in 
southern Wisconsin 
was the 
scene of extensive damage, but 
no lives were lost there. 
IOWA STRUCK 
Iowa, also was hit as the tor­ 
nado rash began its sweep east­ 
ward, but only one severe in­ 
jury was reported. Power dis­ 
ruptions affected many ccm- 
rn uni ties. 
The windstorms came hours 
after 
President Johnson 
de­ 
clared M Minnesota counties a 
disaster area in the wake of the 
state's worst flood in history. 
Some 20,000 persons fled their 
homes before spreading flood 
waters from rivers throughout 
the state. 
The Indiana toll was the worst 
disaster in the state's history. 
In 1963 an explosion at an ice 
show in Indianapolis took 74 
lives. 
For thousands. Palm Sunday 
was harrowing. 
"The house started to shake 
and tremble. Then all hell broke 
loose," said one survivor in the 
Lebanon area, one of the score 
of towns in the path of a twister. 
At least ll persons were killed 
in the area, and 75 homes bat 
tered. The injured jammed bos 
pitals and witnesses saw pa 
tients being treated in hallways. 
TRAILERS LEVELED 
In nearby Dunlap, a toronoado 
tore through a trailer camp, 
shredding 
the 
tiny 
homes. 
Twenty were killed and 91 in 
jured. Most were residents of 
the camp. 
Three tornadoes hit Marion in 
central 
Indiana.

shopping 
center was shattered and many 
Sunday bargain hunters were 
trapped in the debris. Across 
town, another twister tore off 
the roof to the Veterans Admin­ 
istration Hospital. Many elderly 
patients were treated for shock 
and moved to other facilities. 
The tornadoes swept through 
Indiana in two violent spurts, 
separated by only a few hours. 
Five counties in northern Indi 
ana were hit by the first attack. 
The twisters then moved to the 
south.

MOVE TO OHIO 
The tornadoes moved from 
Indiana through northern Ohio. 
At least 56 persons were report 
edly killed over a wide area. 
Most of the Ohio deaths were 
in the Toledo area Eight died 
when a bus and an auto were 
shoved off a highway by nigh 
winds.

found dead amidst the rubble of 
demolished buildings 
Two deaths were reported in 
suburbs of Cleveland, seven at 
nearby Pittsfield. Officials re 
ported the tiny town nearly flat 
tened. 
Another 28 fatalities were re­ 
ported in rural communities 
south of Toledo, and farther 
cast. 
MICHIGAN NIT 
Bouncing and skipping torna­ 
does slammed into many areas 
in southern Michigan and 23 
deaths were reported. 
Nine persons died at Manitou 
Beach, where a tornado turned 
a church into rubble within sec­ 
onds. Deaths also were reported 
near Grand Rapids, Hillsdale, 
Coldwater, Hemlock Lake and

(Cswtlnuad from Fags I) 
introduced by Mrs. Bess Kapp, 
Times Apartments, Carlisle S t, 
senior national vice-president of 
the DUV. Dr. Joseph H. Riley,

PRISINT FAGRANT 
Kittridge A. Wing, superin­ 
tendent of the Gettysburg Na 
tional Military Park welcomed 
the more than 200 gathered in 
the auditorium. Mrs. Kapp pre­ 
sented a historical pageant. She 
told of the formation of the 
DUV May 20, 1885, at Massillon, 
0., when a group of daughters 
of Union veterans, after placing

John Gulick, of the Schulme- 
rich Carillon Company, outlined 
to the group the manner in 
which the carillon reproduces 
the music of the bells “without 
the great expense of placing 
bells weighing 30 tons or more 
in a special tower.” A console, 
somewhat similar to a small 
piano, is provided for the mu­ 
sician. The keys activate, in an 
electrical - mechanical device, 
hammers which strike lengths 
of brass — the metal from 
which belli are made. The met­ 
al strips provide in miniature 
the same sound as would be 
given by large bells. That sound 
is then amplified one million 
times for release through loud­ 
speakers above the Visitor Cen­ 
ter. The cost of the carillon was 
raised over a three-year period 
by donations of 25 cent* each 
from more than 20,000 members 
of Daughters of Union Veter­ 
ans. 
CONGRESSMAN SPIAKS 
Congressman Frank T. Bow, 
of the 16th District of Ohio, 
which includes Massillon, gave 
the dedicatory address. There 
is a need, he said, to recall to 
the mind of everyone and to 
teach youth the sacrifices of 
those who brought freedom to 
the nation, and to impress the 
great benefits of freedom and 
the need to defend it.

When she rebuffed him, Co- 
varrubias threatened to crash 
his plane into the bar and kill 
her, Bell quoted Mrs. Covarru­ 
bias as saying. 
The couple was divorced last 
October, sheriff’s deputies said. 
Deputies gave this account of 
the crash: 
About 30 customers were in 
the Branding Iron 
bar, five 
miles southeast of Las Vegas, 
when the crash occurred.

FINLAND EASES 
SLOWLY AWAY 
FROM COMMIES 


By BRISTON GROVER 
HELSINKI, Finland (AP) — 
Finland is slowly working away 
from the influence of its own 
Communist party, and the So­ 
viet Union just across the bor­ 
der. Finns are inviting Western 
capital to invest in their country 
in a way they could not have 
dreamed of IO years ago. 
Finland is much more inde­ 
pendent than East European 
Communist states. Twice the 
Soviets tried to install a Com­ 
munist regime in Finland under 
force of arms, and each time 
the Finns fought it off, bloodily. 
Now the place has a demo­ 
cratic government, its people 
travel freely, and its papers are 
free to criticize the government, 
or for that matter the Soviet 
government and the Americana. 
They do all three, sometimes all 
on the same day. 
2 HARD PACTS 
Two hard facts remain. The 
Soviet government is next door, 
and the Communist party in 
Finland gets over 20 per cent of 
votes at every electiono. Yet the 
Finns seem little worried about 
either circumstance. 
All non • Communist parties 
have accepted the idea that the 
country must be neutral — but 
prepared to fight okf any effort 
to attack the Soviet Union by 
way of Finland. That reserva­ 
tion is written into her treaty 
made after she lost two succes­ 
sive times to the Soviets during 
the last war. 
IN RAD BOOKS 
The Social Democrat* are la 
the bad books of the Russians, 
for they were in control during 
the winter war starting in 1939 
and later on in the “continuing 
war” at the side of the Ger­ 
mans. So far, Soviet influence 
has been heavy enough to keep 
the 
Social 
Democrats 
from 
forming a government. 
The Agrarians, while okay 
with the Russians, have limited 
city appeal. 
Now the 
two 
parties 
are 
trying gingerly to limit their 
conflicts 
so the Communists 
can’t exploit the differences. 
The Agrarians, who are in pow­ 
er, are trying to build up indus­ 
try. They are going after West­ 
ern capital by amending regula­ 
tions which hamper foreign in­ 
vestment. 
WESTERN CAPITAL 
Western capital, hard enough 
to come by. probably will be 
easier to get than the political 
harmony. 
President Urho Kekkonen, an 
Agrarian, is trying to make his 
party a little more like the So­ 
cial Democrats, so it will have 
more city appeal. In turn, he is 
trying to induce the Social Dem­ 
ocrats to be more like the 
Agrarians, so they won’t be 
blackballed by the Russians. 
The Soviet war claims were 
paid off in less than eight years 
and 
since 
then 
industrial 
production has climbed steadily. 
Exports to England and the 
“Outer Seven” in Europe in­ 
creased last year by 21 per 
cent.

ALGECIRAS, Spain (AP) - 
When carpenter Juan Alvarez 
returns here from his job in the 
Gibraltar dockyards across Al- 
geciras Bay, he must submit to 
a search of his lunch bag and 
person by Spanish customs in­ 
spectors. 
Like the 9,000 other Spaniards 
who still work in Gibraltar, he 
is subjected to such pressures 
as a part of a campaign which 
Spain officially describes as an- 
tismuggling controls and which 
Britain says is part of a Spanish 
drive to recover the “Rock” it 
lost to the British in 1704.

Is Symbol Of FDR's Aim: 
Just Society, World Peace

WASHINGTON (AP) — Am­ 
bassador W. Averell Harriman 
dedicated 
a 
small 
marble 
M aterial to Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt today and said, “The only 
■KMnment that mattered to him 
was tbs continuing commitment 
to. his ideals and purposes — to 
Ids vision of a just society and a 
peaceful world.” 
Harriman joined with friends 
of Roosevelt and members of 
his family for the ceremony — 
held on the 20th annimersary of 
Hie wartime president’s death. 
MBAR ARCHIVES BUILDING 
The monument is small and 
simple, like he wanted it. It is 
located where he wanted it — on 
a little triangle of land near the 
National Archives Building on 
busy Pennsylvania Avenue. 
“Today we execute his own 
expressed 
desire,” 
Harriman 
said in his prepared speech, 
“and we do so knowing that we 
serve his memory best as we 
carry forward the ideals and 
purposes to which he gave his 
life. 
“This is the monument which 
would please him most,” said 
Harriman, who served Roose­ 
velt in various posts ana recent­ 
er . became ambassador-at-large 
after a period as undersecretary 
of state. 
GREATNESS IN STRENGTH 
Harriman said of Roosevelt: 
“His greatness lay in the 
strength of his passion for plain 
people everywhere. He spoke 
for Hie ‘forgotten man’ not only 
In his own country but through­ 
out the world.” 
Harriman recalled that when 
Roosevelt died he was ambassa 
dor to Moscow, “and even in 
Communist Russia people felt 
they had test a friend. They felt 
Hwy had lost the man who could 
land the world to the peace they 
craved.” 
He said Roosevelt “spoke of 
Em great American ideal in 
terms that a1! men could under- 


RALLJED FREE PEOPLES 
“In this spirit,” Harriman 
“he rallied the free 
in the war against Ger­ 
man and Japanese aggression. 
And, in this spirit, he sought to 
use the intimacies of the war­ 
time alliance to lay the basis for 
Hie collaboration of peace.” 
The ambassador noted that 
Roosevelt in IMI said that if the 


United States loses the sacred 
fire of liberty it will reject th 
destiny that George Washington 
and the other Founding Fathers 
worked so hard to establish. 
“That sacred fire still burns 
today — by the grave over at 
Arlington and on the fronts, 
whether in Alabama or Viet 
Nam, where men fight for liber­ 
ty, and in the White House it­ 
self,” Harriman said. 
DAUGHTER TO ACCEPT 
Anna Roosevelt Halsted, only 
daughter of the late president, 
was to accept the monument in 
behalf of the family. 
It is the capital’s first monu­ 
ment to the man who served as 
president longer than any one 
else — 12 years and 40 days. A 
bronze plaque on it tells bow 
Roosevelt called in his friend, 
Supreme Couri 
Justice Felix 
Frankfurter in 1941, and asked 
him to remember this wish: 
“If any memorial is to be 
erected to me, I know exactly 
what I should like it to be. I 
should like it to consist of a 
block about the size of this (put­ 
ting his hand on his desk) and 
placed in the center of that 
green plot in front of the Ar­ 
chives Building. 
SIMPLE CARVING 
“I don’t care what it is made 
of whether limestone or granite 
or whatnot, but I want it plain, 
without 
any 
ornamentation, 
with the simple carving Tn 
memory of . . .* ” 
The monument, a block of 
white Vermont marble, is 6 feet, 
IO inches by 3 feet, 8 inches and 
35 feet, 3 inches high. It is in­ 
scribed simply: 
In Memory Of 
FRANKLIN DELANO 
ROOSEVELT 
1882 
1946 
It was designed by Erie Gu- 
gler, a New York architect who 
drew up plans for the White 
House executive offices while 
Roosevelt was president. He 
and Roosevelt became friends. 
FINANCED BY FRIENDS 
Charles F. Palmer, an Atlanta 
businessman who is chairman 
of the Franklin D. Roosevelt 
Memorial Commission and a 
former special assistant to Roo­ 
sevelt, sent invitations to asso­ 
ciates of the wartime president 
to contribute to the cost. 
A metal box. containing the

sealed into the base of the sev-

“In a mature manner,” he 
said, “we showed the hostility 
of students toward interference 
with personal freedom and so­ 
cial liberties.”

Eefigrtime, most attention 
centers on the Crucifixion 
and 
the 
Resurrection of 
Christ. Yet the events which 
* followed that world-shaking 
weekend are almost as dra­ 
matic. To the supporters of 
Jesus, terrified and driven 
into hiding, it seemed that 
the whole cause had termi­ 
nated in cruel, degrading de­ 
feat. Following is the first 
of five articles based on 
Biblical accounts and sup­ 
plementary sources, dealing 
with that ensuing period of 
confusion, alarm and aston­ 
ishment, the aftermath of 
Easter, the sequel 5o the 
Cross.

Two men strode along the 
road winding across the ridge 
northwest out of Jerusalem. 
Their dark faces bore the stamp 
of despair. 
“ My hope is pulled up like a 
tree," said the older one, Cle- 
opes. “They dashed h im to 
pieces!" Grief, rage and shame 
mingled in his toke. “My soul 
is poured out within me. My 
eyes see no good." 
The 
younger 
man, 
Simon, 
tightened the grip on his father's 
trembling hand, but still stared 
stonily ahead toward file red­ 
dening western horizon. “Alas, 
we are plunged into the pit. His 
house did not stand." 
It was about 35 Roman stadia 
(four miles) to the town of Em­ 
maus. Even though it had a cen­ 
tury of about IOO legionnaires 
garrisoned there, it would be 
safer than Jerusalem, feverish 
with fears, tale-bearing, incendi­ 
ary plots and arrests. 
COUNTRY SMdOLDIRID 
The whole country, from the 
upland of rustic, defiant Galilee 
to the southern deserts of oc­ 
cupied Judea, smouldered with 
unrest and 
sparks of revolt 
against the alien, pagan op­ 
pressor. 
But along the rocky road to 
Emmaus, in the lull of declining 
day, the two desolate footmen 
moved in a landscape of still­ 
ness. 
It was the 17th of the spring 
month of Nisan, and only two 
days before, on the eve of the 
Sabbath, their adored and com­ 
manding champion, Jesus of 
Nazareth, had been crucified 
along with two insurgent brig­ 
ands. 
He, too, had been branded a 
would-be insurrectionist. A titu- 
lus, slung about his neck at 
orders of Rome's ruler, Pontius 
Pilate, charged he had sought to 
recapture the national throne, 
as “King of the Jews." 
RICALLID J lS U r WORDS 
Cleopas 
recalled 
puzzling 
things which Jesus had foretold 
to the Apostles many weeks ago 
around a campfire in Galilee, 
but which none had understood. 
The words had been thrust 
aside then as meaningless, but 
now, 
stabbing^, 
they 
came 
back. “Behold, we are going 
up to Jerusalem, and everything 
that is written of the Son of 
Man by the prophets will be ac­ 
complished. For He will be de­ 
livered to the Gentiles, and . . . 
they will scourge Him and kill 
Him. . ." 
Cleopas and Simon had been 
among the 70 disciples sent out 
two-by-two as yokefellows to 
spread Jesus' help to the lowly 
and rejected. A sister of Jesus’ 
mother, Mary, was Cleopas’s 
wife. 
She and 
Cleopas also had 
other sons. Two of them, Levi, 
known as Matthew, and stubby 
James the Less was among the 
12 chief adjutants of Jesus, the 
Apostles. All in fear had desert­ 
ed him at his arrest. 
The Apostles remained in hid­ 
ing at the Jerusalem house of 
the widow 
Mary bath-Nabas. 
But others, to avoid arousing 
suspicion by their numbers, had 
dispersed, Cleopas a n d Simon 
among them. 
REPORTED EMPTY TOMB 
Utter stupefaction had pre­ 
vailed there that morning, es­ 
pecially 
a f t e r 
the 
women 
brought their wild report of the 
empty tomb, and their visionary 
claims that Jesus had arisen. 
“An idle tale," the Apostles had 
reproached. 
Yet dimly, disturbingly, an­ 
other phrase spoken by Jesus 
returned in memory. “ . . . and 
on 
the 
t h i r d 
day, 
He 
shall rise . . . " Cleopas jerked 
at the thong, tightening the 
girdle about his mantle, and 
tramped on. 
From 
somewhere, 
possible 
from behind them, a wayfar­ 
ing stranger had moved up be­ 
side them, intruding into their 
conversation, asking what trou­ 
bled them so greatly as they 
walked.

And their eyes wore opened end they receynized Him; and He vanished out of their sipht. 


The two men halted, staring 
glumly at the stranger. Cleopas 
sighed 
and 
said 
skeptically, 
“Are you the only visitor to 
Jerusalem who does not know 
the things that have happened 
there in these days?" 
“What things?" 
Cleopas shook his head and 
resumed the journey. He re­ 
counted 
tersely 
the 
recent 
events and added bitterly. “We 
had hoped that He was the one 
to redeem Israel." 
STRANGER I POK I 
A silence f e l l momentarily 
among them. Somewhat annoy­ 
ingly, the stranger stayed along­ 
side. Then in a low voice, al­ 
most as if to himself, he said, 
“0 foolish men, and slow of 
heart to believe. . . " 
Then old prophecies and for­ 
gotten intimations began to stir 
in Cleopas in a new way. “Be­ 
hold my servant . . .” Isaiah had 
written, “despised and rejected 
by men . . . bruised for our inqui- 
ties . . . with His stripes we are 
healed." 
And Jesus had spoken similar­ 
ly. 
“Blessed 
are those who 
mourn . . . those who are per­ 
secuted for righteousness sake 
. . . I am the way . . . the door . . 
I go away, and I will come to 
you . . . You will weep and I 
ment . . . But be of good cheer, 
I have overcome the world.” 
Distance and time passed, and 
all at once, Cleopas realized 
they had reached the edge of 
Emmaus. It was nearly dark, 
but the stranger appeared to be 
going on. Cleopas urged, “Stay 
with us . . . The day is far spent." 
SHARID BRIAD 
They found a hostel, and sat 
down to a meal of bread, cheese 
and wine. The stranger took the 
bread, thanking God for bring­ 
ing forth sustenance from the 
earth, broke it and gave it to 
them to eat. 
Suddenly, in that common act, 
in sharing with the stranger in 
the 
natural 
means 
through 
which 
mankind 
exists, 
feels, 
thinks and functions, Cleopas 
and his son realized who He was. 
Then just as quickly, once they 
knew, the sensory sight of Him 
was gone. 
The Book of Luke records: 
“And their eyes were opened 
and they recognized Him; and 
He vanished out of their sight.” 
In a simple meal they had found 
their Lord’s presence. 
They departed, in that same 
hour to return to Jerusalem to 
tell the others, but as the Book 
of Mark records, “they did not 
believe them." Utter dejection 
gripped 
those 
others. 
They 
dweh in the opaque eye of 
death. 
Yet in that harsh darkness, a 
new clarity w o u l d come, so 
mighty that it would* hurl those 
same men into the thick of dan­ 
ger, prisons and martyrdom, in 
order to proclaim it. 
And after the slaying of one 
of them, Jesus’ brother, James, 
his 
successor 
as 
bishop 
of 
Jerusalem would be Cleopas, 
the man of the road who first 
realized that the Lord still walks 
at man’s side and communes in 
ordinary things, as simple as a 
piece of bread.

$250,000 to some 70,000 weekend 
Astrodome ticket holders if ei­ 
ther or both of the afternoon 
exhibition games of Saturday 
and Sunday developed into a 
“Keystone comedy act." 
Paul Richards, general man­ 
ager of the Astros, in making 
this startling announcement to­ 
day, said the idea originated 
with him, and was quickly en­ 
dorsed by both Judge Hofhcinz 
and R. E Smith, co-owners of 
the National League club. 
Chagrined at the belated dis­ 
covery that the brand new $31.6 
million structure, supposedly the 
last word in sports arenas, had 
a serious defect — an oversight 
by the builders of the stadium 
which enabled the sun’s glare to 
badger the fielders and make 
playing conditions hazardous — 
the owners elected to cancel the 
games rather than allow them 
to reach farcical proportions. 
SUN COVERED 
Fortunately, the sun was un- 
successful in its efforts to pene­ 
trate the overcast skies Satur­ 
day and playing conditions were 
more or less satisfactory. It was 
even better Sunday when dark 
clouds completely obscured the 
sun. 
The largest crowd of the five-

the Astros
